Sgnlanation of P*Wnrrtan~i!tp Plan t 

!• The r ' plan dealt with in this report ^^as dated as of early 
Marda 1959* It thowe only the buildings of government and other 
organizations. The dianentions and installations of those hft;!ilding6 
are as follows: 

1) r*Wng&an Automobile Ltation 

The building vras a two-story brick structiire approxinately 30 motors 
long) 15 meters \d.dO) eight meters high, roofed vrith slates, and with 
cement walls. It was built before 25 June 1950 as the building of 
the P’yj^ngsan Pbrestry Management ttation, damaged approxirately 50 
percent diaring the Korean War, and rehabilitated about the end of 
1953, and since then it had been used as the building of the P'^TirfngSQn 
Automobile station. 

2) F^Wngsan Agricultural Professional School: 

The building was a single-story wooden structure appxtixlmatoly 50 meters 
long, 15 meters \7ide, seven jaeters high, with idiite liiae walls, and 
roofed :dth slates of irregular sizes. Its rehabilitation ich 
required an almost reconstruction was completed in the spring of 1958. 

3) F'Wngsaivgun People* s Committee : 

Tlie building was a two-story brick structure approxiiaately 30 meters 
long, 10 meters adde, seven meters high, roofed tdth slates of 
irregular sizes, and trf.th egenent x/alls. Built in 1947 and used 
before 25 June 1950 by an unicnoxm flKPA tuiit, damaged approximately 
50 -nercent, eoid rehabilitated in early 1954. 

4) P*.y«fngsan Combined Factor^^- (operated by provincial government): 

W>e main building of the above factor'% It was a single-wtorj?- wooden 
stmicturo approximately 40 meters lo’ g, 12 meters ijide, six r.etors 
lii^, roofed Td.th slates of in’egular sizes, and xdth white line walls. 
In addition to this main brdLlding, tliis factory had six more single- 
story wooden buildings each approximately 15 - 20 meters long, and 
five meters wide, and an office building, and a guard box at the main 
gate. It included a food stuff plant, a nachinerj'’ production plant, 
a milling plant, and others and employed approximately 150 employees.

Tho functions of this factory wore production of various food ijtuffs 
including liquor, boy bean 'abte, tcy bean tauce, wheat verr.:icelli, 
oonfectionerj’-, manufacture and repair of various faming impla. ent;., 
milling, cotton carding, etc. Products of this fo cbory were used in 
the province* For instance, food stuffs manufactured in this plant 
wore distributed to county (Kun) consumer guild stores by the direc- 
tion of the provincial people's committee for consumption in the 
province* 

5) Gommurdcations Denartpient, P'Wn/Tsan-gun ? 

The building vris a two-story brick structure approximately 20 meters 
long, 10 meters iddo, seven meters hig’ , iriLth gray lime (sic) walls, 
and roofed with slates of irregular sizes* Tliis building was newly 
constructed in the summer of 1957 in a residential district of civilians 

6 ) P'WnfTsan-gun People's Court : 

The building vias a singlo-storj'' wooden str^icture approxitr;ately 15 meters 
long, seven meters wide, four meters higl;, with white lime ’.rails, and 
roofed idth slates of irregular sizes* It was used as the office of 
P'yjjfngsan-nyj^n, P'yf^ngsan-gun before so’ietlne during tho Korean War, 
when it suffered severe damages* Lince its rehabilitation which 
rcouired almost- ■•‘ebuilding," it liad been used by tho above organization* 

7} P*Wngsan-gun First Prinaiv Lohool : 

The biilding was a sin^e-story i-jooden sti’ucturo approadnately 60 meters 
lorg, 10 meters wide, five meters high, with white lime Xiialls, and 
roofed •id.th slates of Irregular sizes* It was rewly biiilt on forr.ier 
sites of civilian houses x^ch were destroyed during the Koro-n War* 

8 ) P'Wngsan Motion Picture Ibuse : 

The building vreis a single- story xrooden structure approximately 30 meters 
long, 20 meters xd.de, seven meters high, x^ith xjhite l:Lme x^ralls, and 
roofed slates of irregular sizes* It was nexdy constructed bjr the 
Qxinese People's Voluntary Force in 1954* 

9) ' 'Wng&an-gun Korean Labor Party Committee ; 

Tho building xjas a single-story xrooden structxiro approximately 20 
rioters long, 10 meters xdde, five meters hi^^, xd.th wlxite line x^lls, 
and roofed with slates of irregular sizes* It was built a?»ut the 
end of 1953 on former sites of civilian houses xjhich were destroyed 
during the Korean War, 

10) P*vrfn<?san-.?un Internal Affairs station : 
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Tlio building «as a sinjjlQ-btorj’- vjoodai btructure approxiriatoly 20 meters 
long, 10 meters \d.de, five meters big’-, with white lime walls, and 
roofed vrith slates of iiregular sizes. It was built about tho end of 
1953. 

11) Cbnsur.ers* Guild t,tore t 

The building was a single-story woden structure approximately 15 
meters long, five meters xd.de, three meter v high, with white lime 
x/alls, and roofed tdth slates of irregular sizes. It x«is built in 
1955. 

12) P^vn^nrrsan-gun Gonsumers* CKdld ttore Restaurant : 

The building xms a single- storjr X'Woden structure a’-proxinately 12 
meters long, 10 motors wide, four meters h'gh, \dth cloy walls, and 
roofed slates of irregular sizes. It was built in the str.mier of 1957. 

13) F*y»^ngsan-fnai Oonsumers* Guild fbod Ltuff ttore i 

Tho building was a single- story x^lDoden structure apx'roxi'iatoly 15 meters 
long, five metors xddo, three meters hig , xdth idiito lime vralls, and 
roofed xdth slates of irregular sizes. It was built in 1955 , 

14) P*yi^nfTsan-fnin Wholesale Ltatior t 

Ihe building was a single— story wooden structure approximately 25 
metors long, eif^ht meters wide, four meters high, with white line 
XJalls and roofed with slates of i -regular sizes. It \m.£> built in 
1954 and xms used by an unknown organization tmtil the end of 1957. 

15) mPA Patrol Post ? 

Hio building was a single- story vrooden structure approxiinatoly seven 
meters long, six' motors vdde, 3.5 meters high, with white lltno walls, 
and roofed with slates of irregular sizes* It was built about the end 
of 1953* and was used by P*y)E^ngsan Area Garrison and Police Affairs 
Department until about the end of 1956, 

16) National Hotel ? 

The building was a sirglo-storj’- Xifooden structure approximately 20 
meters long, three meters high, eight meters wide, tdth white lime 
walls, and roofed with slates of irregular sizes. It was built in 
1955* and vrais used by the county (KunJ Communications Department 
until early 1957, it moved to another building vrbich v/as built 
for its ovm use. 
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17) F’Wngsan Irrigation i:ana~^Graent Ltatio n: 

The btdlding tjas a sinful©- t.torj’- vwoden fatructtire arproxiiaately 15 
noters lon^, five netori, xd-do, tlireo tietors high, xdth wMte line xTalls, 
and roofed \d.th .lates of irregular bIzol* It x^as built in 1956, 
and had beer, used by the above organization since tlicn* 

18) Consumers* Guild P^-^/g^ngsan Farming Hachiiiery and Building Materials Ltoro S. 

The building xreis a sin.;^^ story bride structxxre approximately 50 meters 
long, 10 laeteirs xjide, seven neters hi^x, xn.th brick x/alls, and roofed 
xdLth slatos of irregular sizes. It xms built about tho fall of 1958, 
and sold log., cement, various fax-irdng Inplenentt, sone electric 
anplianees, various carpenter's tools, white line, Iximbcr, and farm- 
ing nachines. Important articles such as motor thresher^,, ceiient, and 
machines were not available for private uses. 

19) ?'yi?ngssn Matjonal Rine ClAaning Factory : 

This factory had two building of the same dimensions. Tliey xjere each 
a single- story xjooden structure approxlriately 25 note 's long, 12 
meters wide and 10 meters higli, with x^ood board x-ralls, and roofed 
xd.th xmpainted tin sheets. It xkxs rehabilitated from sex^'ease damages* 

Biis factory cleaned grains from the 'jT^ngsan Fir.t and Looond Grain 
Uarehouses xjhich wex'e collected as tax-in-kind* Cleaned grains x^ore 
knoxm to be being shipped mostly to I/irPA units. Tlie P'yj^ngsan Ilrst 
Grain Vlarehouse stored grains co lected as tax-isx-kind in the 
^’y]^Kgsan-gun area. 

20) .P'Wngsan Fuel Eunnlv Ltatloni 

Hie building xjas a single- stor;;/ hridc structure approximately four 
met^s long, three motors xd.de, throe mete.rs hi^, xdth Ixrick 
walls, and roofed xdtlx slatos. It was bul.lt in 1957, It Bu.nplied 
the P'yji^ngsan Automobile itation and the P'yjifngsan Tractor Rental 
itation \i±th gasoline and heavy oil, etc. 

21) Office, P'jh^ngsan-gun Lecon d Grains Transit I/arohouss. Food AA^-; pj , 
tion Donartment. F*x'T^ngsan-CTin People's Committee ! 

Hio building was a single- stors' wooden structure approxitr:ately 15 
meters long, seven meters xdde, three noters high, with white" lime 
trails, and roofed xd.th slates of irregular* sizes. It xrae built in 
1954. In the vicinity there xras an open storage approximately 150 
meters long, and 120 meters xd.de, and enclosed ty a barbed x^ire fence. 

Hxis xrarehouso xras called transit x^ardiouse because grains collected 
as tax-in-kind from areas which were far away from railroad facilities, 
such as &in*gyo-gun, Kbksan-gun, P'ypngch'ji^n-guM, etc. were temporarily 
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concentrated here before they woj.‘o tont to F'?’)!(ns','-an2, to, this 
warehouse becarae full of [^a5.n pile;., during the period of tax-in-Id.nd 
collection, and becano mpty in spring as all the gra:;.n& we 'O ;3ont 
to r*7')^ng- a’-g. 

22 ) r’yi^nrrban Railroad ttation t 

Tlae building v/as a sirgle-ttoiy vrooden ytructure approxinately 20 
meters long, five meters wide, four meters high, xdth vjhite lime walls 
and roofed vri.th slates of irregular sizet.. It ys.t> rebuilt in the 
sTrinor of 1953 on its ruins, A sin/^o- story hrieJe building approxi- 
mately 25 meters long and 15 meters id.de ims imdGr construction 
approximately five raeters in front of it, and since the ooi-struction 
of the nov^' building was scheduled within 1959, the stati on was 
expected to raov© in the new building in early I960, 

23 ) Consmer*& Guild P’atfngsan Bude I'iheat Verrdcelll Restaiirant : 

The building i«a.s a single- story wooden structure approximately 15 
meters long, 10 maters idde, three meters high, idth vriiite IxTie 
walls, and roofed with slates of irregular sizes* It v/as bu3.lt in 
the summer of 1955* 

24) Railroad Ltation Front Consumer *s Guild Ltore : 

The building i/as a singl-e-story wooden structure approxi" lately 20 
meters long, five meters vdda, three meters high, idth v/ldte line 
v/alls, and roofed with 8!.ates of iiregular sizes* It was built in 
the sunmor of 1955, and ,aold food stuffs and various daily necessities 

25 ) Faner Factory, F’-'/a^nprsan Panor Manufacturing Goo-perative : 

The building v/as a singlv.v-storji’ v/ooden structvrre approximately 20 
meters long, seven netesrs i/ide, tlxree meters high, id. th white' lime 
v/alls, and roofed with slates of irregular sizes. It v/as built in 
1957, and manufactiared ? liding-doexr paper only. This factory used 
skins of the stalks of iiulberries, paper-nulberriev., cotton plants, 
and comhudes as raw mat erials, which v/ere ma-chased from agricultural 
cooperatives in the F*y]^iig8an»gun area. It used also waste naper as a 
material, tdiich was brou/ht in from unltnoV'/n areas bj' train, 

26) P*yi^ngs ari-gun Gonsu/ner^s Gi/ild Oommittee ; 

The building was a single-story wooden structure approximately 20 
meters long, seven meters vd.de, five netors high, v/itlv v/hito lime 
v/alls and roofed idth slates of irregular sizes* It i/as built in 
the suraner of 1955* 
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28 ) Trar tunnel’ station. J »Wnr^fean Fo’"er Tr/^nmisslon' mid .I)i;.trilRitlon 
Ltatior. mfflnghae~bu];to Poxv4r Iranaalsslon and Qi&tribution Departnenj^ s 

The bwllditig ijas> a feirglo-story brick sti*i;.cturG approxi'iatelj’^ 10 
meters long, seven meters vdde, seven meters high, v/ith bride vralls 
and roofed xvith slates of ii*rGgi3.1ar sizei.* The building uas bii.ilt 
before the Korean Wax*, and uas repaired ii'viediately following 27 July 
1953 (the Armistice). Trds station sur^nlied the P'j/j^ng&rm-gun and 
£ln’i3ye-gu.n area (BT 9584 ~ 6529 IV) tdth electric power,. 

29) P*Pi^nrrsan Com Grinding Factor ?/? 

The building t-jas a brick strrxtixro txjD-storied by one !)a.'.f and one- 
storied the other half, anprox3iaately 10 meters long, .seven meters 
wide, and seven meters Mgh, with red brick, xjalls, aiid roofed vdth 
a flat concrete floor* llie single-storied part u’as used as the 
factor". This factory ims built in the fall of 1958, and manufactured 
grantilated corn. 

30 ) r*-'^ng&an-gun Grains Warehouse Ho. 1. Food Admin! stration Denartmont. 
F’Wngsan-g^ Poo->ie*s OortBittoe : 

There were four i^arehouses of the same dimensions and type standing 
at 10-meter s intervals* Each of the warehouses was a single- .-tory 
brick bxiilding anproxfciately 30 meters long, 15 meters wide, 10 
meters high, with brick x^alls, and roofed with corrugateci tiles made 
of ceeiont aixi lime, These warelxousos wsx’e rebuilt in the sunr.'ier of 
1957 on their former sites, and stored grains \jhich wqi’g collected 
as tax-in-klnd in the r’l-j^ngsan-;^ area, part of which v/as used for 
distribution in P'y/^ngsarj-gan. 

31 ) P*Wngsan Branch Office. Central Bank : 

The building was a sinj^s-story x^ooden structure approximately 15 
meters long, three meters h5.gh, five meters wide, xd.th i-rhite line 
walls, and roofed with slates of irregular sizes. It was bid.lt in 
or about 1955* 

32) Office. P*\>^ngsan Power Xransr.'iission and Distribution ^tai-lon . 
Htmnfrhae-bukto Power Trangnission and Distribution Department: 

The building was a slnglo-stoiT' brick &tructxn*o ajoproximstely 10 motors 
long, 10 meters i/ide, scjven meters high, with red brick walls, and 
roofed with slates* It ifas built in the fall of 1957, and t’lo re^n- 
sibilities of this station x^rere electric Installations, their repair 
and removal in the P*^.y(ngsan-gun, area* It transmitted 6c,0''(t-kilouatt 
power from the tup'ung Power Plant, distributing 38,000 kllovratts to 
the P'yj^ng..an-gun area, and 22,000 kilo^^atts to Oinlgye-gm* AJtbo. gh 
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there was a snail tr-^nsforner station in Lin’gye-gun, electric power 
to Lin’fjye-gun was transmitted tlirongh the P*;^n 2 i^ Transfomer 
Ltation, The power to Lin’gye-g’-’n vras transmitted at 3,300 volt^, 
and distributed at 100 volts to comnon houses, and 220 volts to 
factories. F';)j^n[^&ai>* 2 un constsied al'^ost twice the quantity used by 
iln’ej'-e-gun because it had nanj^ factoi-ies. Although F* 7 /ji^ngsan-,;jun 
consumed 3^;,000 Irilowatts, electric installations trere made at only 
one third of all the houses in rural districts, and lamrs uex-e United 
to 40 Xiratts at comon houses, and 6o watts at organizations, if they 
wore not in special circun stances. 


33) r'Wnfrsan-rrun Poonle^s Ilosnital : 50X1 -HUM 

The building was a single- i. to ried brick building approxlnatel-y 40 
motors long, 12 meters x-dde, and five meters hi^, x-dth cenont xialls, 
and roofed x/ith slates of irregular size... It xras robxdlt on its 
ruins about the fall of 1957. It xras said that this hospital, had 
various sections and x-rards,, 

Uar Damages and Post-lJar Rehabilitation s 


2. During the Korean War rural districts of P* 7 /?fngsan-gun suffered jdttle 
damages, but P ’ 37 fngsan~>fp xms almost conpletol^r dostpoxred. So', the 
necessity of rehabilitation in rural districts xjas not very Badly felt 
iifter the War, and most of fainers repaired their former house;., so that 
they retained similar appearances as before the V/ar. But in T'^r^ngtaOiy-jSp, 
post-War reliabilitation x^as bacll^^ in need, and x:ae ectuall;'' carried on. 

It was eai'ried on not on a large scale, but was limited to buildings 
along the former main streets, hox^evor. Ilany tetnporixry struotxiros were 
bxiilt, and while using th em, nexj regular bxjildings were buil t 


^aduaH^/". By ikirch 1959 most 

'ouildings along the former main streets xjere completely rehabilitated* 

The newly constructed buildings x^rere greater in rnwher and better and 
more up-*to-date in quality tlian before. Due to the lade of government 
support, however, common residencat appearcjd more shably and snoller than 
before., since their rehabilitation had to be financed by individuals. In 
the P*^ngsan-gun area fevr official residences were bxdlt, aixd most 
families lived in shabby houses. 
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I^y/ngsan-gxin had no brick production and there xjere fex^ brick buildings 
as the foregoing explanation shows, but there was .a large slate factory 
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at BT 720526 (6429 II) in WahjT^n-ni, P*jy(ngtan-gun, and no&t buildin^jt, 
includlnt" private hou&eb used slates for their roofing# Those slates were 
either cut into a standardized forri, or used as thc 7 are irregular in size. 
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
